. MAKE ARRANGEMENTS FOR 


FERTILIZE. If you have not put on your second appli- 
cation of fertilizer, now is the time to do it. Use Zing 
T & S for your trees and shrubs, ZING A & C for your 
Azaleas, Camellias, Gardenias, and other acid loving 
plants. See our chart in March Garden News for rate 
of application. 


WATER WELL. Do not sprinkle your plants lightly 
often but water once or twice a week to a depth of eight 
to ten inches. Set a coffee can or rain gauge to see how 
long your sprinklers will have to run to soak your soil. 


WATCH FOR INSECT AND FUNGI PESTS. If you 
spot spray to control the pests before they begin to 
spread rapidly, then you can stop them. If you do not 
know what spray to use, bring in a twig or branch to our 
office and we'll make recommendations. | 


. CHECK YOUR LAWN FOR LAWN PESTS. You will 


find it easy to stop lawn pests if you catch them early, so 
check at the first sign of damage in your lawn. 


. TRIM SHRUBS AS NEEDED. Your Poinsettia should

Should Amaryllis be taken up after they bloom? 


Amaryllis produce larger bloom if they are taken up 
after the foliage dies back after they bloom and are 
stored in a dry place for a rest period. When replant- 
ing them you should prepare the bed with rich compost, 


peat, etc. and feed them heavily for best flowers.

I have a new home and want to get some shrubs and 
trees planted right away. A neighbor tells me I should 
wait until fall, as plants do not transplant well now. Is 
this true? 


Plants may be moved any time of the year, since most 
nursery stock is either grown in containers or is root- 
pruned in the fields. These plants move just as readily 
in the summer as in the winter if you handle them 
properly and water them. Of course there are a few 
exceptions, including the trees that are moved bare 


root when they are dormant in the winter.

Do Geraniums fail to bloom because they are rooted 
from “blind Cuttings”? 
The usual reason Geraniums fail to bloom is because 
they are not getting enough sun, or enough plant food. 
They do require sunlight in abundance, or they produce 
a weak spindling growth without bloom.

What do you recommend for a tall hedge where you 
need a screen and windbreak? 


One of the best shrubs for a hedge of this type is 
Viburnum odoratissimum, since it grows tall and thick 
and makes an excellent windbreak. It is also very 
attractive, with dark green foliage, contrasting with the 
light green of the new foliage. It is a fairly rapid 
grower if you feed it and water it properly.

Some of my shrubs have pale green insects of a very 
small size very thick along the new growth. What 
spray should I use?
